Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the 
following details as described in the specification. 

• The drawings do not clearly show from where the "two pieces" that make up the straw 
originate, prior to opening the pouch and assembling the straw. It is unclear from the 
drawings if the "two pieces" are taped/glued or laminated inside the pouch or outside the 
pouch. 

• The drawings also do not clearly show how the straw should be used, once assembled. In 
the upper right corner of the submitted drawing page, one of the drawings is labeled as 
"Drink Pouch after open". Is this drawing showing the straw in the assembled and ready- 
to-use state? Is the straw located inside or outside the pouch in this drawing? 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The specification does not include adequate description of the "snap- 
on/zip seal" arrangement of claim 4. The specification also does not include adequate 
description of how the claimed device "can be designed with various sizes and incorporated into 
various pouches", as recited in claim 5. Further, the specification does not include adequate 
description with respect to the device being "designed to be large enough and tightly 
incorporated into the pouch to prevent accidental ingestion from children", as recited in claim 6. 

4. The specification is further objected to because it neither clearly describes, nor fully 
discloses the invention. The specification lacks a clear description with respect to the location 
from which the "two pieces" that make up the straw originate, prior to opening the "pouch" and 
assembling the straw pieces. While the specification states, "The two pieces are separate before 
opening and are taped/glued or laminated to both side of the inner pouch.", some questions still 
remain. Are the "two pieces" taped/glued or laminated onto the inside of the "pouch" or onto the 
outside of the "pouch". The specification names an "inner pouch", but is there also an outer 
pouch? Further, in the assembled state, it is unclear how the straw should be used. Is it simply

inserted into an opening of the pouch after the upper corner is torn? 
Appropriate correction is required.

5. The specification is further objected to because it has not been arranged in the preferred

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure, which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 

8. Claims 1-6 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of claims 1-6 of the instant application, which are presented in independent form, 
begins with the preamble "The device". Such a preamble lacks antecedent basis, since it cannot 
be determined what 'The device" is referring to. Further examples of antecedent basis issues can 
be found in the following claims: 

• In claim 2, "the inner pouch" and "the exterior" lack antecedent basis. 

• * In claim 3, "the pouch" lacks antecedent basis. 

• In claim 4, "the liquid" and "the pouch" lack antecedent basis. 

• In claim 6, "the pouch" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Double Patenting. 

* 

9. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller y. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 



10. Claims 1-6 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1-5 and 9 of copending Application No. 10/71 1,375. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

12. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marbler et al., 
USPN 6,293,394. The claims will be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as well as understood by 
the Examiner. 

Marbler (see Figure 1) shows a self-standing drinking pouch (10), within which is held a 
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consumable liquid, the pouch including a tear line (52) located in an upper corner thereof, the 
pouch further including an integral, two piece straw (38, 42) incorporated into an interior region 
(32, 34) of the pouch, the straw arranged for extracting liquids out of the pouch.
